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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 

the apparatus of either DE 10102604, at element "19", or EP 1,273,789, at element "9", 

or Sakakibara et al. (2002/029693), at chamber "19", or Hansen (3,678,663), at element 
"44" 

3. Applicant's arguments filed April 14, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicants' state that "none of the cited references teach or suggest 
that the hydrocarbon filter element be placed above or beside the direct air flow path". 
The examiner does not agree because the claims require that the hydrocarbon filter 
element be "above" or, alternatively, "beside" the direct air flow path. In the reference to 
Hansen (3,678,663), the main air flow path is through the upper portion of filter element 
"28", resulting in hydrocarbon element "44" being "beside" such air flow path. In the 
reference to Sakakibara et al. (2002/0029693), the hydrocarbon element in chamber 
"19" is both "above" and "beside" the air flow path, as in one embodiment, the chamber 
is completely around the air flow path (as shown in Figs. 1 ,2A ,2B,4A,4B,5 and 6), or as 
shown in another embodiment, the chamber is "beside" the air flow path (as shown in 
Figs 3A and 3B). For De 101 02 604 A1 , the hydrocarbon filter element "19" is "beside" 
the main air flow path (as shown in Figs. 1 -5). In EP 1 ,273,789 A1 , the filter element "9" 
is "beside" the main air flow path, as shown in Fig. IC.Thus, the art rejections have 
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been maintained. Any other remarks made by applicants and not specifically 
commented upon by the examiner, have been considered.
